small. 

William Miller of Calgary, ex 
(TUtive director of tin* Mental 
Health Association, was the speak- 
tt. Mmtnt ittness ts increasing 
every year, he said, anei yet the 
ge neral public shows little interest 
in this disias" that affiTts one* out 
of every four Canadians. Public 
apathy must be overcome* so that 
greater strides may be* tak**n inThc 
iihabilitntion of those who have 
been inonlaliv ill and there must 
lie 1 a greater understanding of the 
disease itself, which can take* so 
many forms. 

The greatest mistake made, said 
the speaker, is the shunning of 
those who are* not mentally stable 


in who have just receive red from 
a mental illne'is. Consideration and 
understanding must be* shown to 
help pr*‘vent a re*-oc*'urrence of 
tin ir illness and, in many eases. 
rompK't ■ i "O.ibililatioli can be* 
made*.

What is in your furniture is as important -as how it looks. 
Last week we discussed the correct proportions of living room 
furniture in order for it tp be comfortable. You remember that 
It has to give to your weight while constantly supporting you 
in seat, back and arms. A chesterfield with the right dimen¬ 
sions will do this, providing it is properly sprung and the filling 
materials used do not break dow-n. 

A good spring construction can he achieved in various ways. 
Vertical coil springs on a webbecj base, tied with rope, give a 
good suspension, but require a certain depth in order to give 
sufficient buoyance. This limits the designer to bulkier, less 
slim-lined furniture. Modern engineering has come up with 
alternative spring constructions which, if properly applied, give 
every satisfaction. 

Horizontally suspended strips of steel in different forms 
are presently used in most modern furniture. The reputable 
manufacturer uses sufficient of these springs to nssure long- 
lasting comfort. To cheapen the suite, all pne has to do is spread 
out the springs, which will soon result in the padding slipping 
between them. ■ 

The filling used in living room furniture is also important.. 
If it is made from inferior or reclaimed material, the short 
fibres will not hold together, which results in breaking down. 
Soon your suite looks sloppy and wrinkled. Insufficient padding 
will cause Uie fabric to wear through.
